Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/28/2006 has been entered. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

2. Claims 1 1 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chung (4620127) made in the last Office Action has been withdrawn in view of the 
amendment filed on 6/28/2006. 

3. Claims 1 1 -1 3 and 1 6-1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Sorensen (4889234) made in the last Office Action has been withdrawn 
in view of the amendment filed on 6/28/2006. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-18 and 21 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


6. Claims 1 1 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chung (4620127).

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Chung relates to an adhesive system comprising an adhesion surface comprising an 
adhesive blend containing a first region and a second region (abstract and col. 2, lines 
47-53). A first adhesive located in said first region and having a short cure time. A 
second adhesive located in said second region and having a long cure time (col. 4, line 
64 to col. 5, line 7). 

The fast curing adhesive will cure under one minute, which reads on claim 14. 

The slower curing adhesive composition will cure under one hour and reads on claim 

15. 

The regions are defined by the location of the first and second adhesive in said blend. 
The intended use phrases such as "when the tire pressure sensor is disposed... the 
vehicle", "during an assembly operation involving the wheel", "during operation of the 
vehicle when the tire pressure sensor is disposed. ..the vehicle", "when the tire pressure 
sensor is adhered ... the vehicle", etc. have not been given any patentable weight 
because said phrases are not deemed to be of positive limitations. 
Further, the phrases such as "mounting", "contacting", "retaining", etc. are directed to 
process steps of using the adhesive system and are not found to be germane to the 
issue of patentability of the adhesive system itself. 

7. Claims 11-13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sorensen (4889234). 

Sorensen relates to an adhesive system (figure-6) comprising an adhesion surface 
having a first adhesive perimeter region (64) and a second central adhesive region (66). 
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The first adhesive region comprises releaseable adhesive that will inherently exhibit fast 
curing time and the second adhesive region comprises permanent adhesive that will 
inherently exhibit long curing time. The system further comprises a backing release liner 
(38) located on said adhesive surface. 

The intended use phrases have not been given any patentable weight for reasons 
discussed herein above. 

Similarly, the process conditions have not been given any patentable weight as 
discussed herein above. 


Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 6/28/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Chung and Sorenson are non-analogous prior art because they 
are not in the automotive/vehicular art. This is not found to be convincing because both 
Chung and Sorenson were cited to show that the claimed adhesive system structure are 
known in the adhesive art. As for being in the vehicular/automotive art. Applicant is 
informed that the intended use of the adhesive system is not found to be of positive 
limitation because application of the adhesive system in the vehicular/automotive is 
directed to its use with vehicle/automobile. 

Responding to applicant's argument that the amendments made to claims 1 1 and 21 
are not disclosed by Chung or Sorenson. Without rewriting said amended phrases, said 
phrases being shown in the amendment of 6/28/2006, pages 8 and 9), applicant is 
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directed to the rejections made hereinbefore, wherein it has been explained that the 
intended use phrase and the process steps of using said adhesive system with the tire 
or wheel have not been given any patentable weight. 

It is also noted by the examiner that applicant acknowledges in page-6 of the remarks 
(amendment of 6/28/06) that "The present invention relates to an adhesive system 
for a tire pressure sensor (TPS). The TPS is a component of a tire pressure 
monitoring system of a vehicle. The claimed adhesive system may be used for 
mounting a tire monitor to the wheel or tire of a vehicle". 

Thus, in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, it remains the examiner's position 
that the claimed invention is anticipated by the prior art of record discussed above.
